Chicago dump their sewage in more or less raw 
form into the lakes from which they draw their 
water supply. All of them chlorinate their water, 
hoping thereby to destroy most of the dangerous 
bacteria. The method works with varying success, 
dependent upon lpcal conditions. When winds or 
currents push the sewage toward the water in- 
takes, no aniount of chlorination will prove effec- 
tive. Buffalo’s death rate of 4.96 per 100,000 in- 
habitants is in contrast to Chicago’s rate of 0.79. _ 
By virtue of its fortunate position, Chicago was 
able to dispose of its sewage without contaminating | 
the water supply. Situated as Chicago is, at the 
lower end of the laké, the city could not possibly 
protect its water intakes from contamination if it 
employed the: primitive méthods of sewage dis- 
posal used by the other lake cities. Nevertheless, 
the other lake cities are leagued to force Chicago | 
to cease using its drainage canal.
